times over the $640,000. 


For example, Lido Isle, consisting of 108 acres, was sold in 1921 for $42,000, and assessed at approximately 
$14,000. 
It was subdivided into more than 1200 lots and is now assessed for approximately $700,000, and valued 
at more than $2,000,000. 
The water front, surrounding Lido Isle, has advanced in price, during the same period, 
from $4.00 a front foot to $100 a front foot. 
The total improvements on the island have been about $ 1,500,000.

If We Don’t Do It Now, Can’t We Do It Later? 


Answer— W e have been trying for years to get a committee from Congress to recommend putting up one-half the 
amount for the harbor. 
W e have been unable to do it. 
The government now is looking for opportunities 
to use its money to make work, and at the same time invest in opportunities. 
I his makes it possible now. 
Unquestionably, the opportunity would never come again.

The am bition to visit Rome had 
long been present, but never ful­ 
filled, in the m ind of the much- 
traveled Paul. 
Rome in a sense wa* tile city of 
his dream s. It was th e center of 
power and im perialism , and though 
Paul had pledged his life and in­ 
terest to a higher kingdom aud 
the empire of ills dream s was the 
Em pire 
of 
Christ, 
nevertheless 
there was som ething 
th a t chal­ 
lenged his interest and 
im agina­ 
tion in this city th at had brought 
the whole world beneath ita away. 
Moreover, lie was a Rom an elti- 
sen In an era when to be a citizen 
m eant 
to 
occupy 
a 
position 
of 
prestige 
and 
privilege. 
He 
had 
looked forward 
to 
visiting 
Rome 
some day, and in glowing words 
had 
told 
of 
his 
w illingness 
to 
preach the Gospel in th is city of 
im perial splendor and power 
F or he wa# unasham ed of the 
Gospel, ss yet little 
know n and 
recognised 
To 
him 
it 
was 
the 
power 
of 
God 
unto 
salvation, 
greater even than the power 
of 
Rome Itself.

And now Paul was 
Journeying 
to Rome late in life and a pris­ 
oner. Unable to secure justice in 
Palestine, he had m ade his appeal 
to Caesar, and the Rom an gov­ 
ernor, 
who apparently 
was 
well 
disposed, 
hut 
who 
w as 
dilatory 
about acting, had 
been irked by 
Paul's 
plea. ’’Y o^ iiave appealed 
unto Caesar,” he said. "U nto Cae­ 
sa r you shall to .” 
Th* journey to Rome 
was nut 
w ithout peril, for the shipwreck, 
so graphically described in C hap­ 
ter 37 of the Acts, had m eant the 
loss of the ship and th e bare es­ 


cape of sal I ore. soldiers, and p a s­ 
sengers w ith their lives.

It Is an Interesting circum stance, 
considering th* harsh and b rutal 
treatm en t 
th at often is accorded 
prisoners In 
m odern states,

even here In dem ocratic A m erica, 
that Paul should have had u n u s­ 
ual liberty in Rome while he was 
aw aiting 
trial. 
The 
process of Rom an 
Justice 
proved to be alow, but Paul w as 
perm itted to live lit his own house, 
although

guarding him, aud for two whole 
years, we are told, he lived thus, 
receiving all who called upon him 
One can 
understand 
the u n u s­ 
ual opportunity for preaching the 
Gospel
